This new system 
will replace the similar, older equipment shown in the foreground. Installed with federal funds supplied 
by the Army Corp. of Engineers, maintained, supported and monitored by the Choc, Pea and Yellow 
River Watershed Authority, this flood warning system is monitored regularly by trained personnel. It is 
designed to measure rainfall and ground water levels (river stages) and automatically transmit this infor- 
feation toa cefitral monitoring office..The central computer takes information from this set of gauges. 
combines it with data from sixteen other similar monitoring units installed throughout the affected river 
basins in an effort to better prepare citizens for potential high water problems by giving them more 
warning before high water becomes a rea] life flooding problem. 
By moving the gauges to the top of levee, rather than Jeaving them on the side of the bridge, informa- 
tion is expected to be more accurate and equipment should last longer, and have a reduced incidence of 
maintenance because there is Jess vibration. Another plus is that by placing the transmitter higher in the 
air, information is received at the monitoring station in New Brockton with a stronger, clearer signal. 

The information collected by these 17 gauges is supplemented by regular visual river Jevel readings 
taken by the Elba police department and by nearby equipment installed, maintained and monitored by 


the National Geological Survey, operating out of Tallahassee, Florida, 


Elba Police cracking down on illegal use of ATV’s (4-wheelers)

All-Terrain Vehicles (ATV) 
have become very popular 
throughout the years, but the 
illegal usage of those vehicles 
has forced local police officers 
to buckle down on riders. 

“ATV's (4-wheelers) are for 
off-road use only,’ said Elba 
Police Chief R,W. Whitworth. 
“This means fields, woods or 
private property.” 

He said AFV’s are not made 
for transportation, and the 
Department of ‘Transportation 
(DOT) has not approved them 
for anything. An owner can not 


buy a tag for it which means the 
vehicle can not be legally put on 
the road. ; 


So, what exactly is considered 


as roadway? 
According to Whitworth, a 
roadway is recognized as shoul- 


' der to shoulder which means 


someone riding a 4-wheeler on 
the side of the road or right-of- 
way is illegal riding that ATV. A 
highway is simply the improved 
portion of the roadway. 
Therefore, paved and dirt roads 
fall under the rules of a road- 
way. 

“You can enforce laws on the 
roadways,..not.yards or private

Portable Generator 
Death Reports Double 


The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) has 
releasedga new staff report 
announcing that reports of gen- 
erator-related carbon monoxide 
(CO) poisoning deaths doubled 
in‘recent years. In 2003, CPSC 
had reports of 36 deaths from 
CO poisoning associated with 
portable generators. In 2002, 
there were 40 deaths reported. 
This was a 100 percent increase 
from the reported 1% deaths in 
2001 and 20 deaths in 2000. 

“If you use a gasoline-pow- 
ered generator, set it up outside 
in a dry area, away from air 
intakes to the home.” said CPSC 
Chairman Hal Stratton. 
“Opening doors and windows or 
operating fans to venulate will 
not prevent CO build-up in the 
home. Even with a CO alarm, 
you should never use a gasbline- 
powered generator inside your 
home or in a garage.”

Gathering catalpa worms for bait can be almost as much fun as 
catching those fat bluegills and catfish that just can’t seem to swim 
by a hook baited with this black and yellow morsel.” The catalpa 


. worm is really not a worm but is the caterpillar stage of the catalpa 


sphinx moth. In the early spring the female moths lay eggs in clus- 
tered groups on the underside of catalpa. leaves, The eggs hatch into 
small caterpillars in 10 to 14 days. The young catalpa worms have 
an unsatisfiable ‘appetite and can strip a catalpa tree of its’ leaves 
during a good hatch. : 

For those who have never seen or fished with a catalpa worm, 
they grow to about 3 inches and get as big around as a thick pencil. 
Coloration is usually black, yellow and white and they have a 
“horn” on the tail. Be careful when handling catalpas as they some- 
limes secrete a brown liquid that will stain clothes and soil your 
aie remember walking along dirt roads in rural Alabama with 
my grandfather looking for “loaded” catalpa trees, We! CAITI9G : 
long fishing pole to gently flip them off the underside of a leaf anc 
put them in.a screen wire cage similar to @ cricket box Today, a lot 
of fence rows have been cleared along primary and secondary roads 
in Alabama. This makes it harder to find catalpas than when grand 
dad and | searched-the back roads, but it is still possible in some 
locations, 

Another alternative to having to scrounge for catalpas is to plant 
your own trees, Not only do these trees produce some of he best 
fish bait obtainable, they are. excellent shade trees, Seedling wees 
can be ordered from nurseries or you can dig volunteer seedlings 
growing under older trees, Seedlings should be 3 to 4 foot height 
when planted. Transplanted trees need to be watered dally immedi- 
ately after planting and thereafter as dictated by rainfall. se 

Young catalpa trees should be fertilized until they reach 12 cetin 
height. By this height they will have grown enough foliage to pro- 
vide food for the young catalpa worms. 

If there are no producing trees in your area, it may be necessary 
to “seed” your young trees by gathering and placing a couple dozen 
worms on the leaves of your trees to assure you will have worms 
When barveatiAl catalpas, remémber to never remove all the 
worms, as a few are needed for seed stock next year. When the 
leaves are almost gone, these remaining few worms will crawl down 
the wee and burrow into the ground, When they emerge, the repro- 

tion cycle will start Over again, 
Saas erie {o just go to the bait shop and pick up crickets 
or worms, but searching, for catalpa worms with youngsters ona 
sunny spring day is just plain fun, and it’s one of the oldest south- 
ern sporting traditions.

After several days of mourn- 
ing, Alberta Stewart Martin 
reached her final resting place 
Saturday, June 12, in the Curtis 
community of Coffee County, 

Martin's death on May 31, 
2004 received national attention 
with her being recognized. as the 


’ Jast living widow of a Civil War 


soldier. She was 97 
Alberta married William 


Jasper Martin, a Confederate 


Veteran, on Dec. 12, 1927 She 
was 21, and he was 8&1 

It wasn't until the 1990s that 
Martin was recognized as the 
last living Confederate veteran 
widow, and she became the last 
living Civil War veteran widow 
in Jan, 2003 following the death 
of Gertrude Janeway, a Union 
veteran widow 

Services for Mrs. Martin 
began Thursday, June 10, at the

The Elba City Council meet- 
ing Monday evening was routine 
with paying bills, making one 
board appointment and modify- 
ing a previous resolution being 
supplemented by a couple of rou- 
une reports 

A letter from Elba Public 
Library Board Chairman Jimmy 
Harrison reported that. Mrs 
Nancy Morrow, whose term on 
the library board has expired, 
‘has elected to rotate off the 
Library Board...”, According to 
Hamson’s letter, the board rec- 


ommended the appointment of 
Mr. A. W. (Buddy) Shivley to the 
vacant spot. These are four year 
appointments : 

The council was unanimous in 
naming Shivley to the library 
board. 

Monthly bills totaling

On Saturday, June 12, funeral 
services were held at the First 
Assembly of God Chorch’ in 
Elba 

Graveside services and burial 
were held at the New Ebenezer 
Church in the Curtis 
Community. This service was 
delivered with full Confederate 
honors including an 1860s-style 
heritage march, 

Martin's casket was carried to 
the grave site by a-horse-drawn 
caisson. She was followed by 
hundreds of marchers dressed in 
appropriate attire. 

As .onlookers watched the 
solemn ceremony. many said 
they came out because they 
wanted to be a part of history. 

Mrs. Martin was a longtime 
resident of Elba before becom- 
ing a resident of the Enterprise 
Nursing Home a couple of years 
ago, Her son William Oren 
Martin still resides in Elba. 


The casket of Alberta Stewart Martin, the last widow of a Confederate veteran, was carried by a 
horse-drawn caisson to the cemetery of New Ebenezer Baptist Church in: the Curtis community of 
Coffee County last Saturday afternoon, June 12, during an 1860s-style Confederate heritage tuneral 
march. People from across the nation came to Elba for Martin’s funeral services. She was regarded as 
a last link to a very distinct part of America’s history.

$39.970 grant to improve

With Coffee County’s diverse 
population, the committee 
members said quality of life is a 
hard proponent to figure; how- 
ever, they’feel the county does 
have a very high quality of life. 

In this presentation, the com- 
mittee asked the commission [to 
“support the strategic plan by 


getting all the peaple within the . 
county involved.” 


Dan Presley presented the 
education portion of the plan, 
and he said, “education is the 


backbone of any success we” 


have with the strategic plan.” 


Presley said education .in- 
Coffee County is in great shape, 
but the school systems need the 
support of parents. and commu- 
nity to remain successful. 

He said the systems that seem , 
to work best have a high 
parental involvement. 

Windham said thé committee 
will present additional sections 
of the strategic plan at the next 
commission meeting.

approving and signing a procla
